Information has been received through Eighth Amy Headquarters, a 
A ustin, Texas, April 1962, that instructions have been issued by the 
Defense Department to the Military Forces, that all Army Reserve 
Units in every State will receiver.'counter-insurgency training.' 

Terms of the directive v/ere (and I quote): "an action including 
all military, political, economic, psychological, and sociological 
directed toward preventing and suppressing resistance groups whose 
actions range in degrees of violence and scope from subversive polit¬ 
ical activity to violent actions by large guerilla elements to over¬ 
throw duly established governments." 

Many v/ill immediately believe 'counter-insurgency' is intended 
to put down Communism. But do not forget that the Kennedy Adminis¬ 
tration repeatedly declared that Communism is NOT an internal threat. 
Surely, therefore, 'counter-insurgency' is intended for something 
else, 

'Counter-insurgency training' in our Military seems to be the 
principal result of the decision by the authors of the Fullbright 
Memorandum that something must be done to avert or meet the potential 
danger they see in the attitude of the American people, especially 
the Military and the people are allowed to get together in natural 
friendliness. Therefore, train the Military for cracking down on 
i'he people, and the people to be suspicious and hostile toward the 
Military} 

The directive's use of the term 'resistance groups' is a clue 
to the real intent. Resistance groups are always native to a coun¬ 
try trying to prosc-rve its independence. In our country it means 
native Americans opposed to Communism. Training to put down resis¬ 
tance groups means crack down on Anti-communists in the United 
States, just as U.N. forces have been cracking down on Anti-communists 
in Katanga. 

Thus, the Administration's intent is to prepare troops in every 
State to put down any opposition to Administration policies in any 
area - social, political or economic. This is the pattern employed 
as a necessity in the development of.a police state. Partial imple¬ 
mentation of the U.N. program 7277, Freedom from 5^ar, State Dept, 
publication, Sept. 1961, presented to the U.N. Conference at Geneva 
by Ambassador Arthur H. Dean, April 1962. 

The destruction of our national sovereignty - which continues 
by United Nation's design, with Washington support - must bo accom¬ 
plished from within the United States, by our own tax-supported 
Military forces turned upon us. 

Constitutional Government security is very near total eclipse, 
unless such as the above is blocked by opposing authority. You are M 
part of that authority. j|

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BURCHWELL admitted that he had been at the residence 
ef EDWIN A. WALKER en September 27 er September 28, 1962. This 
vas fellewing WALKER'S televloien appeal fer fellewers te ge te 
Mississippi te pretest the Illegal Federal encreachment upen 
the state rights ef Mississippi. BURCHWELL stated he pledged 
WALKER suppert at this time and indicated that he weuld ge te 
Mississippi if WALKER desired.

COUNTER INSUR6ENCY TRAIN¬ 
ING TO BE EMPHASIZED 

AUSTIN -- Spec 1a 1 emphasis will be placed by the Ajmy on 
counterinsurgency during the coming month*, to include troop 
training, troop Information and public information. 

Lt. Col. Samuel H. Roberta of the VIII US Army Corps G3 
Section, who attended a two-day conference March 23 and 24 at 
Ft. Monroe, Va., said that the new emphasis on the counterin¬ 
surgency training will include all Army Reserve units. 

He said that General Herbert B. Powell, Coomandlng General 
of the US Army Continental Army Coonand, told the more than 
200 conferees that it Is mandatory that all Army personnel be 
thoroughly familiar with counterinsurgency and that all sol¬ 
diers will be given Information and instruction on the subject. 

General Powell defined counterinsurgency as an action in¬ 
cluding all military, political, economic, psychological and 
sociological actlvitlas directed coward preventing and eu- 
pressing resistance groups whose actions range io degrees of 
violence and scope from subversive political activity to vio¬ 
lent action# by large guerrilla elements to overthrow duly es¬ 
tablished governments. 

The Army oegen sometime ago to expand its special forces- 
groupa trained in guerrilla warfare tactics and all phases ot 
overt and covert counter actions. 

"Now our actions must be very far-reaching," Kaj.Cen. Louis 
W. Truman, USCONARC'a Operations, plans and training Chief, 
said. "Every individual in the regular Army, the Reserve, the 
ROTC and the cadets at West Point must be indoctrinated or 
trained in counterinsurgency Juat as soon as physically possi¬ 
ble. 

Col. Roberta said that among Items discussed at the confer¬ 
ence was s "Big Picture" television saris* titled "Special 
Forces" to be issued shortly by' Department of the Any. 

He said that lt was brought out that comprehensive court- 




teriosurgency plans are re¬ 
quired to integrate end coor¬ 
dinate tbs uae of ell mili¬ 
tary and non-military means 
including available outside 
assistance to point out and 
eliminate all forms of insur¬ 
gency. 

Attending the conference 
were representatives from De¬

What Is Counterinsurgency? 

The loregoing announcement includes a definition of this ominous new 
term, which, however, can be fully understood only in the light of certain 
passages from the so-called “Fulbright Memorandum.” The authors of 
that momentous state paper, to which the Rhodes Scholar Senator from 
Arkansas lent his name, have not been identified, but are obviously profes¬ 
sional “intellectuals.” They wrote, shortly after the case of General Walker 
had been broken by the press: “In the long run it is quite possible that 
the principal problem of leadership will be, if it is not already, to restrain 
the desire of the people to hit the Communists with everything we’ve got, 
particularly if there are more Cubas and Laos.” Here the intellectuals 
shrewdly recognize that their immediate opponents are not the Communists, 
but the American people 

Continuing, the text of the Fulbright Memorandum shows that the 
danger to the program of the intellectuals (which is the same as the pro¬ 
gram of the Kennedy Administration) is potentially very serious, and that 
something must be done to avert or meet that danger. After referring to 
President Kennedy's description of the Cold War as “a long twilight 
struggle,” the authors of the Fulbright Memorandum observe: “The radi¬ 
calism of the right can be expected to have great mass appeal during such 
periods If the military is infected with this virus of rightwing radical¬ 
ism, the danger is worthy of attention. If it believes the public is, the 
danger is enhanced. If, by the process of the military educating the public, 
the fevers of both groups are raised, the danger is great indeed.” 

What to do about it 9 Here, in part, is the answer, from the Fulbright 
Memorandum: “The White House and the Defense Department should 
cease treating propaganda activities of military personnel as problems of 
discipline in individual cases or of coordination of such cases from a press 
or public relations standpoint, and begin the process of formulating direc¬ 
tives which will bring such military activities under effective civilian control. 
So long as the cases are treated individually as disciplinary cases, there may 
well be considerable public sympathy with the individual concerned, as a 
person, or with his expressed viewpoint. [The intellectuals were obviously 
somewhat frightened by the response of the American People to General 
Walker.] However, if appropriate directives are established, as general 
propositions, without reference to specific cases, the broad principle of 
civilian control would be accepted — or, to take the converse, disagree¬ 
ment with the principle would be difficult to sustain. The organization, 
mission, and operation of the National War College should be reviewed. 


Apparently, the counterinsurgency training introduced in our military 
forces at the conference at Ft, Monroe in March is the principal result so 
far of the decision by the authors of the Fulbright Memorandum that 
something must be done to avert or meet the potential danger they see in 
the attitude of the American people, especially if the military and the 
people were allowed to get together in natural friendliness. Counter¬ 
insurgency will train the military to be ready to crack down on the people, 
and the people to be suspicious of and hostile toward the military.

On “COUNTERINSURGENCY” 


(Excerpt from General Walker s speech before the National Indigna¬

The destruction of our national sovereignty — which continues by 
United Nations design, with Washington support — must be accomplished 
from within the United States. It can happen only through dictatorial 
power, as it did in Russia and Cuba — implemented, as it was done there, 
by military forces turned upon the people 

Now l will tell you of instructions which have been issued by Kennedy’s 
Defense Department to the Military Forces. The “Octagon.” a paper of 
the Eighth Corps Headquarters at Austin, reports that all Army Reserve 
Units will receive counterinsurgency training. These orders were issued 
to Reserve units in every state by the Commanding General of the Army 
Field Forces, who is responsible for all training of troops in the United 
States. He defined “counterinsurgency” as — and 1 quote now — “an 
action including all military, political, economic, psychological and so¬ 
ciological activities directed toward preventing and suppressing resistance 
groups whose actions range in degrees of violence and scope from sub¬ 
versive political activity to violent actions by large guerrilla elements to 
overthrow duly established governments.” 


This clearly implies and substantiates the Administration’s intent to 
prepare troops in every state to put down opposition in any area — social, 
political, or economic — to the Administration’s policies. This is the pat¬ 
tern — and a necessity in the development of a police state. This is pre¬ 
paring the Army for its job under the UN program 7277 [program of 
“General and Complete Disarmament” as set forth in State Department 
Publication 7277, issued in September 1961, and as presented to the 


I nited Nalioriv conference at Geneva by Ambassador Arthur H. Dean in 
April 1962]. whuti prruide>* — and I quote “States would retain only 
those forces required for the purpose of maintaining internal order." 

Some nia\ imagine that “counterinsurgency” is intended to put down 
Communism as an internal threat. But never forget that the Kennedy 
Administration has repeatedly declared that Communism is NOT an inter¬ 
nal threat. Therefore "counterinsurgency” must be against something else, 

The use of the term “resistance groups” shows what it is against. 
Resistance forces are always native to a country, and try to preserve its 
independence In our country it means native Americans opposed to 
Communism When the Army is trained to put down resistance groups, it 
is trained to crack down on anti-communists in the United States, just as 
our forces are already cracking down on anti-communists in Katanga. 

Such an anti-pro blue position reveals why it was necessary for the 
Administration to get me out of command in the Army. Not only was it 
necessary that I be relieved of my command of the 24th Division, but it 
was also necessary that orders be canceled which would have assigned me 
to the command of the VIIl Reseive Corps Headquarters in Austin — the 
very same headquarters from which comes the news to put down counter¬ 
insurgency.

The Rusk-Ball-Rostow “no-win" “no-victory" policy of the State 
Department calls for — and directs — a McNamara-Yarmolinsky-Sylvester 
purge of our Armed Forces 

The State Department Program to place all armed forces and all 
weapons under the UN 7277 is a program that plans and establishes 
the necessary policy, direction, control, and supervision for preparing the 
Armed Forces, Officers, men and weapons for service under the UN. The 
United States’ implementing agency is the Defense Department, now headed 
by McNamara. 


The Armed Forces of our nation are being mentally and psychologically 
'purged to conform to the “no-win" policy plan of W. W. Rostow, the 
State Department planner. Military orders, “callups", movements, and 
operations on land, sea, and air are so ordered and directed as to conform 
to our losing national policy under UN objectives and UN obligations. 
Contracts for weapons, ships, and aircraft must conform to the require¬ 
ments, limitations, and preparations for serving the UN only. In the field 
of competitive purchase, all members of the UN must be considered in the

The Army's approach, direcied by Secretary of Defense McNamara, 
to guerrilla warfare training is a farce — but a good plan to UN-ize our 
Armed Forces. The mission of the Special Forces is critical and vital in 
its requirements and responsibilities to support indigenous groups, uprisings, 
and movements in foreign countries. No Special Force team of twelve 
soldiers, or an individual soldier, can operate as a U. S. guerrilla since he 
has to work in seclusion and kill only to defend himself or the security of 
his mission, while guerrillas are offensive killers and destroyers of key 
installations. 


The Special Force man must know guerrilla work and teach it to 
indigenous groups, but he himself is no U, S. guerrilla. This is the farce 
It led to an increase of 5000 in strength in Special Forces, and now the 
assignment of 1300 Special Force “nation builders” — a new term for 
raising the standard of living in foreign countries under the military budget. 
It led to the recall to duty of General Maxwell D. Taylor to add public 
confidence and military assent to the Special Forces Guerrilla Nation 
Building Program. All this pretense was for public consumption in our 
defense of Laos. 

This makes three missions — all contradictory; the original Special 
Forces mission to support foreign uprisings; the requirement to operate 
as a guerrilla; and the nation building job. The only thing consistent about 
the whole program and its great publicity is that it makes our Special 
Forces more suitable and amenable to UN objectives and UN control 
It prepares these Forces for duties under the UN. It gives them undesirable 
and endangering publicity under their primary Special Forces role, but 
now with the additional duty of nation building they are prepared to 
support the Youth Peace Corps. 

The remainder of our Armed Forces are being further prepared for 
duty under the UN by a recent development which centralizes the Troop 
Information program for training and indoctrination of troops directly 
under the Secretary of Defense, The procedure is established for the entire 
program to be controlled through Arthur Sylvester, Under-Secretary for 
Public Information, working direct with the Captains of our Armed Forces. 
The Sylvester Captains’ Program intentionally eliminates the Generals and 
Colonels, now excess baggage. Too many of their speeches had to be 
censored to conform to the “no-win” “no-victory” policy. The Rusk- 
Rostow-McNamara-Katzenbach-Yarmolinsky-Sylvester cold-war “no-win” 
“no-victory” witch hum and purge within the Armed Forces today is a 
part of their political commissariat program to control the thoughts, beliefs. 
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and objectives of all soldiers, sailors, and airmen under the Troop Informa¬ 
tion program. The Captains are betrayed by the elimination of their seniors 
m the chain of command We now have the UN's UNESCO for the public 
and ' Master of Deceit'* McNamara's Troop Information Program for the 
military. The purging and mental massaging of the Armed Forces through 
the junior officers and young soldiers whose average age was 12 at the 
time of the Korean Police Action is no doubt very effective.

Introduction 


The revolutionary development of modern weapons 
within a world divided by serious ideological differ¬ 
ences has produced a crisis in human history. In or¬ 
der to overcome the danger of nuclear war now 
confronting mankind, the United States has intro¬ 
duced at the Sixteenth General Assembly of the United 
Nations a Program for General and Complete Dis¬ 
armament in a Peaceful World . 

This new program provides for the progressive re¬ 
duction of the war-making capabilities of nations and 
the simultaneous strengthening of international insti¬ 
tutions to settle disputes and maintain the peace. It 
sets forth a series of comprehensive measures which 
can and should be taken in order to bring about a 
world in which there will be freedom from war and 
security for all states. It is based on three principles 
deemed essential to the achievement of practical prog¬ 
ress in the disarmament field: 

First/there must be immediate disarmament action: 

A strenuous and uninterrupted effort must be made 
toward the goal of general and complete disarma¬ 
ment; at the same time, it is important that specific 
measures be put into effect as soon as possible. 


Second, all disarmament obligations must be subject to 
effective international controls: 

The control organization must have the manpower, 
facilities, and effectiveness to assure that limitations or 
reductions take place as agreed. It must also be able 
to certify to all states that retained forces and arma¬ 
ments do not exceed those permitted at any stage of 
the disarmament process. 

Third, adequate peace-keeping machinery must be 
established: 

There is an inseparable relationship between the 
scaling down of national armaments on the one hand 
and the building up of international peace-keeping 
machinery and institutions on the other. Nations are 
unlikely to shed their means of self-protection in the 
absence of alternative ways to safeguard their legiti¬ 
mate interests. This can only be achieved through 
the progressive strengthening of international institu¬ 
tions under the United Nations and by creating a 
United Nations Peace Force to enforce the peace as 
the disarmament process proceeds. 


There follows a summary of the principal provisions 
of the United States Program for General and Com¬ 
plete Disarmament in a Peaceful World . The full 
text of the program is contained in an appendix to 
this pamphlet. 
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FREEDOM FROM WAR 

THE UNITED STATES PROGRAM FOR 
GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARM- 
AMENT IN A PEACEFUL WORLD 

Summary 

DISARMAMENT GOAL AND OBJECTIVES 

The over-all goal of the United States is a free, 
secure, and peaceful world of independent states ad¬ 
hering to common standards of justice and interna¬ 
tional conduct and subjecting the use of force to the 
rule of law; a world which has achieved general and 
complete disarmament under effective international 
control; and a world in which adjustment to change 
takes place in accordance with the principles of the 
United Nations. 

In order to make possible the achievement of that 
goal, the program sets forth the following specific 
objectives toward which nations should direct their 
efforts: 

• The disbanding of all national armed forces and the 
prohibition of their reestablishment in any form what¬ 
soever other than those required to preserve internal 
order and for contributions to a United Nations Peace 
Force; 

• The elimination from national arsenals of all arma¬ 
ments, including all weapons of mass destruction and 
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the means for their delivery, other than those required 
for a United Nations Peace Force and for maintaining 
internal order; 

• The institution of effective means for the enforce¬ 
ment of international agreements, for the settlement 
of disputes, and for the maintenance of peace in ac¬ 
cordance with the principles of the United Nations; 

• The establishment and effective operation of an Inter¬ 
national Disarmament Organization within the frame¬ 
work of the United Nations to insure compliance at 
all times with all disarmament obligations. 

TASK OF NEGOTIATING STATES 

The negotiating states are called upon to develop 
the program into a detailed plan for general and 
complete disarmament and to continue their efforts 
without interruption until the whole program has 
been achieved. To this end, they are to seek the 
widest possible area of agreement at the earliest pos¬ 
sible date. At the same time, and without preju¬ 
dice to progress on the disarmament program, they 
are to seek agreement on those immediate measures 
that would contribute to the common security of na¬ 
tions and that could facilitate and form part of the 
total program. 

GOVERNING PRINCIPLES 

The program sets forth a series of general principles 
to guide the negotiating states in their work. These 
make clear that: 
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0 As states relinquish their arms, the United Nations 
must be progressively strengthened in order to im¬ 
prove its capacity to assure international security and 
the peaceful settlement of disputes; 

• Disarmament must proceed as rapidly as possible, 
until it is completed, in stages containing balanced, 
phased, and safeguarded measures; 

• Each measure and stage should be carried out in an 
agreed period of time, with transition from one stage 
to the next to take place as soon as all measures in the 
preceding stage have been carried out and verified and 
as soon as necessary arrangements for verification of 
the next stage have been made; 

• Inspection and verification must establish both that 
nations carry out scheduled limitations or reductions 
and that they do not retain armed forces and arma¬ 
ments in excess of those permitted at any stage of the 
disarmament process; and 

• Disarmament must take place in a manner that will 
not affect adversely the security of any state. 


DISARMAMENT STAGES 

The program provides for progressive disarmament 
steps to take place in three stages and for the simulta¬ 
neous strengthening of international institutions. 

FIRST STAGE 

The first stage contains measures which would sig¬ 
nificantly reduce the capabilities of nations to wage 





aggressive war. Implementation of this stage would 
mean that: 

• The nuclear threat would be reduced: 

All states would have adhered to a treaty effec¬ 
tively prohibiting the testing of nuclear weapons. 

The production of fissionable materials for use in 
weapons would be stopped and quantities of such 
materials from past production would be converted 
to non-weapons uses. 

States owning nuclear weapons would not relin¬ 
quish control of such weapons to any nation not 
owning them and would not transmit to any such 
nation information or material necessary for their 
manufacture. 

States not owning nuclear weapons would not 
manufacture them or attempt to obtain control of 
such weapons belonging to other states. 

A Commission of Experts would be established to 
report on the feasibility and means for the verified 
reduction and eventual elimination of nuclear 
weapons stockpiles. 

• Strategic delivery vehicles would be reduced: 

Strategic nuclear weapons delivery vehicles of 
specified categories and weapons designed to coun¬ 
ter such vehicles would be reduced to agreed levels 
by equitable and balanced steps; their production 
would be discontinued or limited; their testing 
would be limited or halted. 
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• Arms and armed forces would be reduced: 

The armed forces of the United States and the 
Soviet Union would be limited to 2.1 million men 
each (with appropriate levels not exceeding that 
amount for other militarily significant states); 
levels of armaments would be correspondingly re¬ 
duced and their production would be limited. 

An Experts Commission would be established to 
examine and report on the feasibility and means of 
accomplishing verifiable reduction and eventual 
elimination of all chemical, biological and radio¬ 
logical weapons. 

• Peaceful use of outer space would be promoted: 

The placing in orbit or stationing in outer space 
of weapons capable of producing mass destruction 
would be prohibited. 

States would give advance notification of space 
vehicle and missile launchings. 

• U.N. peace-keeping powers would be strengthened: 

Measures would be taken to develop and 
strengthen United Nations arrangements for arbi¬ 
tration, for the development of international law, 
and for the establishment in Stage II of a permanent 
U.N. Peace Force. 

• An International Disarmament Organization would be 
established for effective verification of the disarmament 
program: 

Its functions would be expanded progressively as 
disarmament proceeds.

It would certify to all states that agreed reductions 
have taken place and that retained forces and arma¬ 
ments do not exceed permitted levels. 

It would determine the transition from one stage 
to the next. 

• States would be committed to other measures to reduce 
international tension and to protect against the chance 
of war by accident, miscalculation, or surprise attack: 

States would be committed to refrain from the 
threat or use of any type of armed force contrary to 
the principles of the U.N. Charter and to refrain 
from indirect aggression and subversion against any 
country. 

A U.N. peace observation group would be avail¬ 
able to investigate any situation which might con¬ 
stitute a threat to or breach of the peace. 

States would be committed to give advance notice 
of major military movements which might cause 
alarm; observation posts would be established to 
report on concentrations and movements of military 
forces. 


SECOND STAGE 

The second stage contains a scries of measures which 
would bring within sight a world in which there 
would be freedom from war. Implementation of all 
measures in the second stage would mean: 

• Further substantial reductions in the armed forces, 
armaments, and military establishments of states, 
including strategic nuclear weapons delivery ve¬ 
hicles and countering weapons;

° Further development of methods for the peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes under the United Nations; 

# Establishment of a permanent international peace 

force within the United Nations; 

• Depending on the findings of an Experts Commission, 

a halt in the production of chemical, bacteriological, 
and radiological weapons and a reduction of existing 
stocks or their conversion to peaceful uses; 

# On the basis of the findings of an Experts Commis¬ 

sion, a reduction of stocks of nuclear weapons; 

• The dismantling or the conversion to peaceful uses of 

certain military bases and facilities wherever 
located; and 

# The strengthening and enlargement of the Interna¬ 

tional Disarmament Organization to enable it to 
verify the steps taken in Stage II and to determine 
the transition to Stage III. 

THIRD STAGE 

During the third stage of the program, the states of 
the world, building on the experience and confidence 
gained in successfully implementing the measures of 
the first two stages, would take final steps toward the 
goal of a world in which: 

• States would retain only those forces, non-nuclear 

armaments, and establishments required for the 
purpose of maintaining internal order; they would 
also support and provide agreed manpower for a 
U.N. Peace Force. 
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• The U.N. Peace Force, equipped with agreed types 

and quantities of armaments, would be fully func¬ 
tioning. 

® The manufacture of armaments would be prohibited 
except for those of agreed types and quantities to 
be used by the U.N. Peace Force and those required 
to maintain internal order. All other armaments 
would be destroyed or converted to peaceful 
purposes. 

• The peace-keeping capabilities of the United Nations 

would be sufficiently strong and the obligations of 
all states under such arrangements sufficiently far- 
reaching as to assure peace and the just settlement 
of differences in a disarmed world. 







Appendix 

DECLARATION ON DISARMAMENT 


THE UNITED STATES PROGRAM FOR 
GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMA¬ 
MENT IN A PEACEFUL WORLD 


The Nations of the world, 

Conscious of the crisis in human history produced by the revo¬ 
lutionary development of modern weapons within a world divided 
by serious ideological differences; 

Determined to save present and succeeding generations from 
the scourge of war and the dangers and burdens of the arms race 
and to create conditions in which all peoples can strive freely and 
peacefully to fulfill their basic aspirations; 

Declare their goal to be: A free, secure, and peaceful world of 
independent states adhering to common standards of justice and 
international conduct and subjecting the use of force to the rule 
of law; a world where adjustment to change takes place in accord¬ 
ance with the principles of the United Nations; a world where 
there shall be a permanent state of general and complete disarma¬ 
ment under effective international control and where the resources 
of nations shall be devoted to man’s material, cultural, and spir¬ 
itual advance; 

Set forth as the objectives of a program of general and complete 
disarmament in a peaceful world: 

(a) The disbanding of ail national armed forces and the pro¬ 
hibition of their reestablishment in any form whatsoever other 
than those required to preserve internal order and for contribu¬ 
tions to a United Nations Peace Force; 
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(b) The elimination from national arsenals of all armaments, 
including all weapons of mass destruction and the means for their 
delivery, other than those required for a United Nations Peace 
Force and for maintaining internal order; 

(c) The establishment and effective operation of an Interna¬ 
tional Disarmament Organization withm the framework of the 
United Nations to ensure compliance at all times with all dis¬ 
armament obligations; 

(d) The institution of effective means for the enforcement of 
international agreements, for the settlement of disputes, and for 
the maintenance of peace in accordance with the principles of the 
United Nations. 

Call on the negotiating states: 

(a) To develop the outline program set forth below into an 
agreed plan for general and complete disarmament and to continue 
their efforts without interruption until the whole program has been 
achieved; 

(b) To this end to seek to attain the widest possible area of 
agreement at the earliest possible date; 

(c) Also to seek—without prejudice to progress on the disarma¬ 
ment program—agreement on those immediate measures that 
would contribute to the common security of nations and that could 
facilitate and form a part of that program. 

Affirm that disarmament negotiations should be guided by the 
following principles: 

(a) Disarmament shall take place as rapidly as possible until 
it is completed in stages containing balanced, phased and safe¬ 
guarded measures, with each measure and stage to be carried out 
in an agreed period of time. 

(b) Compliance with all disarmament obligations shall be effec¬ 
tively verified from their entry into force. Verification arrange¬ 
ments shall be instituted progressively and in such a manner as to 
verify not only that agreed limitations or reductions take place 
but also that retained armed forces and armaments do not exceed 
agreed levels at any stage. 

(c) Disarmament shall take place in a manner that will not 
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affect adversely the security of any state, whether or not a party 
to an international agreement or treaty. 

(d) As states relinquish their arms, the United Nations shall 
be progressively strengthened in order to improve its capacity to 
assure international security and the peaceful settlement of dif¬ 
ferences as well as to facilitate the development of international 
cooperation in common tasks for the benefit of mankind* 

(c) Transition from one stage of disarmament to the next shall 
take place as soon as all the measures in the preceding stage have 
been carried out and effective verification is continuing and as 
soon as the arrangements that have been agreed to be necessary 
for the next stage have been instituted. 

Agree upon the following outline program for achieving general 
and complete disarmament: 


STAGE I 

A. To Establish an International Disarmament Organiza¬ 
tion: 

(a) An International Disarmament Organization (IDO) shall 
be established within the framework of the United Nations upon 
entry into force of the agreement. Its functions shall be expanded 
progressively as required for the effective verification of the dis¬ 
armament program, 

(b) The IDO shall have: (i) a General Conference of all the 
parties; (2) a Commission consisting of representatives of all the 
major powers as permanent members and certain other states on a 
rotating basis; and (3) an Administrator who will administer the 
Organization subject to the direction of the Commission and who 
will have the authority, staff, and finances adequate to assure 
effective impartial implementation of the functions of the 
Organization. 

(c) The IDO shall: (1) ensure compliance with the obligations 
undertaken by verifying the execution of measures agreed upon; 
(2) assist the states in developing the details of agreed further 
verification and disarmament measures; (3) provide for the cstab- 
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hshmcnt of such bodies as may be necessary for working out the 
details of further measures provided for in the program and for 
such other expert study groups as may be required to give continu¬ 
ous study to the problems of disarmament; (4) receive reports on 
the progress of disarmament and verification arrangements and 
determine the transition from one stage to the next. 

B. To Reduce Armed Forces and Armaments: 

(a) Force levels shall be limited to 2.1 million each for the U.S. 
and U.S.S.R. and to appropriate levels not exceeding 2.1 million 
each for all other militarily significant states. Reductions to the 
agreed levels will proceed by equitable, proportionate, and verified 
steps. 

(b) Levels of armaments of prescribed types shall be reduced 
by equitable and balanced steps. The reductions shall be accom¬ 
plished by transfers of armaments to depots supervised by the 
IDO. When, at specified periods during the Stage I reduction 
process, the states party to the agreement have agreed that the 
armaments and armed forces are at prescribed levels, the arma¬ 
ments in depots shall be destroyed or converted to peaceful uses. 

(c) The production of agreed types of armaments shall be 
limited. 

(d) A Chemical, Biological, Radiological (CBR) Experts Com¬ 
mission shall be established within the IDO for the purpose of 
examining and reporting on the feasibility and means for accom¬ 
plishing the verifiable reduction and eventual elimination of CBR 
weapons stockpiles and the halting of their production. 

G To Contain and Reduce the Nuclear Threat: 

(a) States that have not acceded to a treaty effectively prohib¬ 
iting the testing of nuclear weapons shall do so. 

(b) The production of fissionable materials for use in weapons 
shall be stopped. 

(c) Upon the cessation of production of fissionable materials 
for use in weapons, agreed initial quantities of fissionable ma¬ 
terials from past production shall be transferred to non-weapons 
purposes. 



(d) Any fissionable materials transferred between countries for 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy shall be subject to appropriate 
safeguards to be developed m agreement with the IAEA. 

(e) States owning nuclear weapons shall not relinquish control 
of such weapons to any nation not owning them and shall not 
transmit to any such nation information or material necessary for 
their manufacture. States not owning nuclear weapons shall not 
manufacture such weapons, attempt to obtain control of such 
weapons belonging to other states, or seek or receive information 
or materials necessary for their manufacture. 

(£) A Nuclear Experts Commission consisting of representatives 
of the nuclear states shall be established within the IDO for the 
purpose of examinmg and reporting on the feasibility and means 
for accomplishing the verified reduction and eventual elimination 
of nuclear weapons stockpiles. 

D. To Reduce Strategic Nuclear Weapons Delivery Vehicles: 

(a) Strategic nuclear weapons delivery vehicles in specified cate¬ 
gories and agreed types of weapons designed to counter such 
vehicles shall be reduced to agreed levels by equitable and balanced 
steps. The reduction shall be accomplished in each step by trans¬ 
fers to depots supervised by the IDO of vehicles that are in excess 
of levels agreed upon for each step. At specified periods during 
the Stage I reduction process, the vehicles that have been placed 
under supervision of the IDO shall be destroyed or converted to 
peaceful uses. 

(b) Production of agreed categories of strategic nuclear weapons 
delivery vehicles and agreed types of weapons designed to counter 
such vehicles shall be discontinued or limited. 

(c) Testing of agreed categories of strategic nuclear weapons 
delivery vehicles and agreed types of weapons designed to counter 
such vehicles shall be limited or halted. 

E. To Promote the Peaceful Use of Outer Space: 

(a) The placing into orbit or stationing in outer space of 
weapons capable of producing mass destruction shall be prohibited. 
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(b) States shall give advance notification to participating states 
and to the IDO of launchings of space vehicles and missiles, to¬ 
gether with the track of the vehicle. 

F. To Reduce the Risks of War by Accident, Miscalculation, 
and Surprise Attack: 

(a) States shall give advance notification to the participating 
states and to the IDO of major military movements and maneuvers, 
on a scale as may be agreed, which might give rise to misinterpre¬ 
tation or cause alarm and induce countermeasures. The notifica¬ 
tion shall include the geographic areas to be used and the nature, 
scale and time span of the event. 

(b) There shall be established observation posts at such loca¬ 
tions as major ports, railway centers, motor highways, and air bases 
to report on concentrations and movements of military forces. 

(c) There shall also be established such additional inspection 
arrangements to reduce the danger of surprise attack as may be 
agreed. 

(d) An international commission shall be established immedi¬ 
ately within the IDO to examine and make recommendations on 
the possibility of further measures to reduce the risks of nuclear 
war by accident, miscalculation, or failure of communication. 

G. To Keep the Peace: 

(a) States shall reaffirm their obligations under the U.N. Charter 
to refrain from the threat or use of any type of armed force— 
including nuclear, conventional, or CBR—contrary to the prin¬ 
ciples of the U.N. Charter. 

(b) States shall agree to refrain from indirect aggression and 
subversion against any country. 

(c) States shall use all appropriate processes for the peaceful 
settlement of disputes and shall seek within the United Nations 
further arrangements for the peaceful settlement of international 
disputes and for the codification and progressive development of 
international law. 


(d) States shall develop arrangements in Stage I for the estab¬ 
lishment in Stage II of a U.N. Peace Force. 

(e) A U.N. peace observation group shall be staffed with a stand¬ 
ing cadre of observers who could be despatched to investigate any 
situation which might constitute a threat to or breach of the peace. 

STAGE II 

A. International Disarmament Organization: 

The powers and responsibilities of the IDO shall be progres¬ 
sively enlarged in order to give it the capabilities to verify the 
measures undertaken m Stage II. 

B. To Further Reduce Armed Forces and Armaments: 

(a) Levels of forces for the U.S., U.S.S.R., and other militarily 
significant states shall be further reduced by substantial amounts 
to agreed levels in equitable and balanced steps. 

(b) Levels of armaments of prescribed types shall be further 
reduced by equitable and balanced steps. The reduction shall be 
accomplished by transfers of armaments to depots supervised by 
the IDO. When, al specified periods during the Stage II reduc¬ 
tion process, the parties have agreed that the armaments and 
armed forces are at prescribed levels, the armaments in depots 
shall be destroyed or converted to peaceful uses. 

(c) There shall be further agreed restrictions on the production 
of armaments. 

(d) Agreed military bases and facilities wherever they are lo¬ 
cated shall be dismantled or converted to peaceful uses. 

(e) Depending upon the findings of the Experts Commission 
on CBR weapons, the production of CBR weapons shall be halted, 
existing stocks progressively reduced, and the resulting excess 
quantities destroyed or converted to peaceful uses. 

C. To Further Reduce the Nuclear Threat ; 

Stocks of nuclear weapons shall be progressively reduced to the 
minimum levels which can be agreed upon as a result of the find- 
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ings of the Nuclear Experts Commission; the resulting excess of 
fissionable material shall be transferred to peaceful purposes. 

D. To Further Reduce Strategic Nuclear Weapons Delivery 
Vehicles: 

Further reductions in the stocks of strategic nuclear weapons 
delivery vehicles and agreed types of weapons designed to counter 
such vehicles shall be carried out in accordance with the procedure 
outlined in Stage I. 

E. To Keep the Peace: 

During Stage II, states shall develop further the peace-keeping 
processes of the United Nations, to the end that the United Nations 
can effectively in Stage III deter or suppress any threat or use of 
force in violation of the purposes and principles of the United 
Nations: 

(a) States shall agree upon strengthening the structure, author¬ 
ity, and operation of the United Nations so as to assure that the 
United Nations will be able effectively to protect states against 
threats to or breaches of the peace. 

(b) The U.N. Peace Force shall be established and progressively 
strengthened. 

(c) States shall also agree upon further improvements and de¬ 
velopments in rules of international conduct and in processes for 
peaceful settlement of disputes and differences. 

STAGE III 

By the time Stage II has been completed, the confidence pro¬ 
duced through a verified disarmament program, the acceptance 
of rules of peaceful international behavior, and the development 
of strengthened international peace-keeping processes within the 
framework of the U.N. should have reached a point where the 
states of the world can move forward to Stage III. In Stage III 
progressive controlled disarmament and continuously developing 
principles and procedures of international law would proceed to 
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a point where no state would have the military power to challenge 
the progressively strengthened U.N. Peace Force and all interna¬ 
tional disputes would be settled according to the agreed principles 
of international conduct. 

The progressive steps to be taken during the final phase of the 
disarmament program would be directed toward the attainment 
of a world in which: 

(a) States would retain only those forces, non-nuclear arma¬ 
ments, and establishments required for the purpose of maintaining 
internal order; they would also support and provide agreed man¬ 
power for a U.N Peace Force. 

(b) The U.N. Peace Force, equipped with agreed types and 
quantities of armaments, would be fully functioning. 

(c) The manufacture ot armaments would be prohibited except 
for those of agreed types and quantities to be used by the U.N. 
Peace Force and those required to maintain internal order. All 
other armaments would be destroyed or converted to peaceful 
purposes. 

(d) The peace-keeping capabilities of the United Nations would 
be sufficiently strong and the obligations of all states under such 
arrangements sufficiently far-reaching as to assure peace and the 
lust settlement of differences in a disarmed world. 
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
